A City of Forty Mosques. 
The city of Adrianople is very much 


scattered and ‘contains somewhere 
about 80,000 inhabitants, half of whom 
are Turks and the othets Armenians, 


Israelites. and Greeks. The walls 
which formerly surrounded the city 
had been allowed.-to fall to ruins, and 
since the Russo-Turkish war the city 
has been in a state of decline. Much 
of its old splendor has disappeared, 
but many of its forty mosques are fine 
‘examples of eastern architecture, The 
city has had a very varied history 
since its foundation in the second 
century by the Roman Emperor Ha- 
drian, A great victory was won there 
by the Goths in 378 and another by 
the Avar Huns in 886.

King George of yong was Shot Dowr 
on Streets of Saloniki, and Ancient 
Nation is Plunged © ‘in Mourning— 
Prince Conehgitne Will Succeed te 
Throne. 

Baloniki.—King George of Greece 
was assassinated while walking in 
the-streets of Saloniki. The assays 
sin was a Greek of low mentality, who 
gate his name as Aleko Schinas 
He shot the king through the heart. 
The king was accompanied only by 
an aide, Lieut.-Co}. Francoudis. The 
assassin came suudenly at him and 
fired one shot from,a seven chamber 
revolver. The tragedy caused . tf 
tense excitement. s§chinas was se 
ed immediately and overpowered. The 
wounded king was lifted into a car 
riage and taken to Papafion Hospt 
tal. He was still breathing; but 
died within half dn ‘hour. 

{. Prince’ Nicholas, the king's third 

fon, and other officers hurried to the 

hospital, Arriving first, Prince 

Nicholas summoned the. officers and 

speaking in a voice choked with sobs 

said: 

It \9 my deep griéf to have to an 
nounce to you the death of our be 
loved king, and invite you to swear 
fidelity to your new sovereign, King 
Constantine, 

Crown Prince Constantine, who suc 
ceeds King George, is at present at 
Janina He is expected to come 
‘here with all possible speed. 

The assassin of the king is an evil 
looking fellow about 40 years of age. 
Upon being arrested he refused to ex: 
plain his motive for the crime. He 
declared that his name was Aleko 
Schinas, and, in reply to an officer 
who asked him whether he had no 
pity for his country, answered that he 
was against governments. 

Schinas maintained a perfectly im: 
passive demeanor, which was suggest- 
ive of his being irresponsible for his 
actions. 

Notwithstanding the rapidity with 
which the king received attention he 
was found to be dead on arrival at 
the hospital. Precautions were at 
once taken throughout the city and 
perfect order is being maintained. ° 

The king fell into the arms of his 
aide when shot. Two soldiers ran 
up on hearing the firing, and helped 

support him. He was placed ina 

and efforts were made to 
stop the bleeding, but he breathed his 
last on the way to the hospital near- 
by) When Prince Nicholas bade the 
officers to swear fealty to Constantine 
they\ shogted: Long live the King.” 

Prine» Nicholas is the only mem- 
ber of the Royal family in Saloniki. 
Mourning «c=nblems are displayed ev- 
erywhere. 

The Greek government bas. igsued a 
proclamation announcing that the 
oath of fealty to King Comstantine has 
been taken.

In prosper- 
ous years they chewed the clay as.a 
delicacy. The Apaches. mixed pow- 
dered clay in their meal before making” 
this into their rude loaves of bread. 

The Indians in the uplands of Bol- 
ivia ate a light clay that is nearly 
white in color; this they used either 
raw or in the form of cakes of var- 
jous shapes, which were sold in the 
market places. They also prepared 
a sauce with the clay; this they ate 
with boiled potatoes. 

Among the negroes of the Guinea 
coast, as well as among those in. West 
Africa, the eating of dirt is very com- 
mon. The natives of the Soudan dig

Hight per cent of the coal used in 
manufacturing districts goes up jn 
smoke. The smoke injures health, 
damages clothing clothing, buildings 
and yegetation, and the ~ annual loss 
from this source is estimated at $500,- 
000,000. 

But there is more waste than this. 
It is estimated that with the best fir- 
ing in use, only 15 per cent of the 
heat units of coal are developed into 
power. There is still greater loss 
in producing light. Not one percent 
of the energy of coal is used in pro- 
ducing electric light. 

These facts are given fn an article 
in the New York Independence, by 
Mr. Chapin, instructor in economics 
and sciology in Smith college, They 
are, no doubt, continually present to 
the scientific mind, and it is Hkely 
that some day a more economic pro- 
} cess of turning the heat of coal into 
| power will be invented.

The Chinese look upon every bit of 
writing and print in Chinese charact- 
er as sacred. . They would consider 
it a sacrilege to stef on written or 
printed paper, or to use discarded 
manuscripts or newspapers as wrap- 
pers for provisions. 

The fact that the Chinese characters 
were used by his ancestor causos them 
to be highly venerated by tho China- 
man, more particulalry those charac- 
ters.which enter into the names of the 
Chinese saints. y 

In Chinatown, San Francisco, Is a 
sacred furnace: which is utilized sole- 
ly for the purpose of burning discard- 
ed letters, MSS., and newspapers. 
Three times every week a collector 
calls at each Chinese dwelling, and 
takes away all cast-o literature, 
which has been folded neatly and put

‘The furnace stands before the al- 
tar of a ‘joss,’ or god, and every day 
the custodian burns the sackfuls of 
paper waich have been brought there. 

No discrimination in regard to class 
or rank is ised. The papers of the 
poor beggar are burnt, together with 
those of the wealthy Mandarin, whilst 
the love-letters of the Chinese belle 
are consigned to the same flames as 
prosaic bills for provisions and print- 
ed advertisement slips.— 

Once entrusted to the care of the 
collector, not one of the documents 
are overlooked, so that there is no 
danger of the disclosure of some cher: 
ished love-secret or important affairs 
of State. 

When burned the ashes are taken 
out in a special boat and consigned 
to the sea. :

the famous ‘Gorgo’ and the temypie 
ruins were discovered last year . 

It has been the Kaiser’; earnest de- 
sire to discover the site of the towa 
of the Homerio King Alkinous, and 
with that object Professor Dorpfeld 
undertook test excavations at many 
points,in the island. At first only 
ruins of historical times werd found, 
dating no further back than the fifth 
o7 sixth centuries B.C., but this year’s 
excavations in the north-west corner 
of the island and on the southorn side 
of Cape Kephall have given valuable 
results. ; 

Important discoveries have been 
made going back to the remote times 
of the Stone Age,.long before the Ho- 
meric period, the relics now brought 
to light being attributed by the arch- 
acologist to the period about 2500 
years B.C. They include gevsral 
stone hand mills, in which the corn 
was ground into flour in a cavity in 
a stone olock by means of heavy stone 
balls, some of waich have also been 
found. Judging from the descrip- 
we hard all 

Wor 3 Of flour 
in Alkinous’s palace, it would seem 
that these primitive appliances were 
still in use in the Homeric period. 

Toothed flint blades, some of the} 
cutting tmplements~of the ancients, 
have also been found, and fragments 
of pots of the pre-Mycenaeic civiliza- 
tion, made by kand without a lathe, 
this mechanical aid not having been 
invented in that period. It is, ho 
ever, worthy 6f note that amozg these 
fraginents of tho archaeologists also 
found others of the Mycenaeic civili- 
zation, which, no doubt, were import- 
ed. In the vicinity of Cape Kephall 
other relics have been discovered 
pointing to the existenc» of several 
temples dating back to nearly 300 B. 
Cc. 


Origins of Taverns 

The modern public-house owes {its 
origin to the time of the Roman con- 
quest, for with the opening of the 
country by the Romans little inns 
and such-like places were constructed | 
for the convenience of travellers. 

As time went on the selling of liq- 
uor became so lucrative that tavern- 
keepers began to vie with one another 
as to the means of attracting the} 
thirsty; and in-order that no public- | 
house should be passed by un-heeded 
a pole with a furz-bush on the end was 
erected over the door of every tavern. 

At length, however, these became 
such a nuisance that a law was en- 
forced forbidding the use Of ~potes 
which projected further than seven 
feet over the king's “highway, and 
this was the incident which gave ris2 
to the proverb that good wine needs 
no bush. 

Very few of the old*taverns are in 
existence today. The Seven Stars, of 
Manchester claims to being the’ oldest 
public-house in Great Britain, and it 
has had»a licence for over 560 years.
